Ohio Republicans Name Him for 


Governor Without Taking a 
Second Ballot. 


Kennedy for Second Place and 
a Full State Ticket. 
: Chosen. 
A Platform Embodying a Series of Bitter 
Strictures on the Democracy

. SPRINGFIELD, O., June 11.—[Special.]—The 
crowd in attendance upon the Republican State 
Convention bas béen the largest ever known in 
Springfield. Fully 20,000 strangers are in the 
city. The streets are decorated, and the city 
given over to a great boliday season. The 
wigwam built especiaily for the convention 
presented the appearance from the outside of 
a huge tabermacié. The interior was 
gorgeousiy decorated with streamers, fes- 
toons of bunting, and great waving 
banners. Directly over the stage were portraits 
of Grant, Garfield, and Lincoln. and surround- 
ing the stage pictures of revolutionary heroes, 
together with shields on which were painted 
the names of the Whig and Republican Govern- 
ors of Ohio. The seating capacity of the wie- 
wam was 4,000, and it was filled with chairs 
loaned for the occasion. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

It was 10:30 o’clock when J. W. O'Neall. 
Chairman of the City Committee, introduced 
J. P. Rose, who offered prayer. Then Con- 
gressman J. D. Taylor, Chairman of the State 
Republican Convention. Committee, called the 
convention to order and congratulated the Re- 
publicans on the handsome majority given 
Blaine and Logah in this State. He scored the 
Democrats for honoring men with foreign mis- 
sions who had openly rebelled against the 
Union, and be fixed the Republican majority 
in Ohio next fall at 25,000. A casual mention 
of Judge Foraker's name brought forth a yell 
of enthusiasm. 

During his speech be stated that bench or bar, 
church of devil, did not stand in the way of the 
ungoaly selfishness of the Democracy. In al- 
luding to the ** coal-olt"’ Ohio Legislature and 
its clown, Allen O’Meyer, who sat just in front 
of the speaker, got up and bowed. O' Meyer 
said he would roast Taylor so in the Engutrer 
tomorrow that Taylor would be ashamed of him- 
self. After Taylor’s speech the convention ad- 
journed until 2 p. m. 

BUSINESS BEGINS. 

On the reassembling of the convention every 
seat was full and delegates and spectators 
jammed the aisles. The Committee on Rules 
and Order of Business presented the following 
order. 

The presentation of the reports af Committees on 
Credentials, on Permanent Organization, and on 
Resolutions, and the presentation of candidates in 
the following order: Governor. Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Judge of the Supreme Court, Treasurer, At- 
torney-General, and members of the Board of 
Public Works; presentation speeches for each 
candidate to be limited to five minutes end the 
seconds to two, no delegation to be changed after 
once voting. 

The Committee on Credentials reported all 
delegations full. Amos Townsend of Cleve- 
land for Permanent Chairman and Emil Rehz 
County for Permanent Secrotary 
were pre ‘and accepted. Townsend made 
a five-minute speech and ‘ealled for the Com- 


A cali was then made of the counties for 
the nominations for Governor.

ENTHUSIASM OVER FORAKER. 

When Hamilton County was reached the con- 
vention seemed to be wild: Delegates favora- 
ble to Foraker got up in their chairs and 
shouted till they were hoarse. Miller Outchalt, 
a young-looking lawyer of Cincinnati, came 
forward and made one of the best short 
speeches of the day, presenting J. B. Foraker 
for Governor. The scene was similar 
to the nomination of Blaine at Chicago, 
only on a smaller scale. The speaker 
predicted 10,000 majority in Hamilton County, 
which Foraker lost two years ago by over 
2,000. Foraker was seconded by Walter 8. 
Thomas (eolored) of Delaware, and a colored 
man from Brown County. One of them said 
Foraker when a 16-year-old. soldier wrote his 
mother be did not want to seo the War end till 
every negro wus free. They pledged the 
colored vote for him. Ex.-Goy. Noyes also 
seconded Foraker, and made the most enthusi- 
astic speech of theday. Hecompared Foraker 
to old Tom Corwin, and be said he believed 
Foraker’s name an inspiration to the Repub- 
licans of the State. 

When Locan County was called the cheering 
was loud and long. Blind Judge West, who 
nominated Blaine at Chicago, was led to the 
front of the platform. He delivered a polished 
speech in the midst of which, in a burst of en- 
thusiasm, he had to be supported to keep from 
falling. He presented the name of Gen. Rob- 
ert Kennédy. Before finishing his speech he 
sat on one corner of the speaker’s desk. When 
be finished ne was exhausted and was led toa 
seat. Dan Ryan of Portsmouth and D. Eu- 
wright of Lucas County seconded Kennedy. 
No more names were mentioned, and a motion 
to hear from the Committee on Resolutions 
prevailed, The Hon. William McKinley, Con- 
gressman-eject, presented the platform, which 
was unanimously adopted.

HE HAS A RESTFUL NIGHT—DESCRIPTION 
OF THE SUMMER COTTAGE PREPARED 
FOR HIM NEAR’ SARATOGA, 

New YORK, June 11,—Gen. Grant did not go 
to sleep until late last night, but he slept well 
and did not get up until late this morning. He 
got about the usual number hours of sleep and 
was not dressed until 10 o'clock. 
preparations for the reception of Gen. Grant 
at Mount MacGregor are all complete. He may 
possibly go there June 19, but it is probable 
that the original plan of leaving New York 
the will be adhered to. The cottage 
on the mountain where be will pass 
the summer is daily visited by many curious 
sight-seers. It is ten and a half miles from 
Saratoga, on one of the finest peaks in the 
Lower Adirondack region. It is reached by a 
narrow-gave railroad ascending at times by a 
grade of 300 feet to the mile. The building, 
which has been thoroughly renovated under 
the direction of Joseph W. Drexel of New 
York, its owner, is a modest-looking two-story 
wooden building painted in old-gold and brown. 
It is surrounded on the north, east, and south 
by a veranda 140 feet in length, 
and crouches cozily beneath pine, maple, 
and oak trees. about 200 feet south of Hotel 
Baimoral. The family or reception room, 15x 
30, on the first floor in the northwest corner, is 
artistically papered and veneered. The ceiling 
paper is radiant with golden stars. The doors 
and windows are painted light biue and the 
antique brick fireplace at the south side of the 
room Tuscan red. This room is richly carpeted 
and furnished elegantly. The other rooms are 
equally elegant and convenient. | 

Two windows open into Gen. Grant’s sleep- 
ing room from the west. The carpet is deli- 
cate biue, with obscure figures. The paper is 
also of a delicate mixed-blue shade, which in- 
vites repose. There are six rooms on the sec- 
ond floor, which is reached by a staircase run- 
ning from the east end of the cottage between 
the servants’ and diumg-rooms, and are fur- 
nished witb ash, oak, and mahogany suits. 

Near the cottage a tent has been erected, and 
S. W. Willett, of this city, an army veteran who 
served under Gen. Grant, will be on duty there 
as long as his old commander is on the mount- 
ain.

esting reading for the other board of naval of- 
ficers who recommended its purchase. Besides 
the cost of the process, several thousands of 
dollars were spent by thie first Naval Board in 
so-called investigations of the value of the 
p transportation to different parts of 
the country, hotel bills, and other items of that 
character. 1 . 

There was a moth preventive, mildew re- 
pellant and water-prooting process used by the 
War Department some years ago. It was used 
in water-proofing soldiers’ clothing and tents. 
Over $100,000 was gobbled up by the water- 
proofing ring. Congress investigated the mat- 
ter, and it was found that the wonderful proc- 
ess consisted in simply dipping the clothing 
and tents in rain water. This water-proofing 
ring had an attorney here who received $10,000 
per year for his services in lobbying to secure 
the purchase of the water-proofing compound 
and having the Government continue its use. 

A similar fraud was developed in the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing of the Treasury De- 
partment soon afterward. A New York man 
who was influential with the powers that man- 
aged affairs at that time secured the adoption 
of a water-proofing compound to be used in 
making greenbacks and fractional currency 
water-proof. He claimed that the paper whicn 
was not treated with his process would carry 
disease from one person to another, and be- 
sides would wear out sooner if not treated. 
Nearly $200,000 had been expended in paying 
for the use of this process when a Congress- 
ionai investigation was ordered into this mat- 
ter also. The inventor of the wonderful com- 
pound for water-proofing paper at first re- 
fused to divuige the secret, but it was forced 
out of him. It consisted of simply soaking the 
paper ina barrelof water in which a bar of 
soap and a handful of alum bad been dissolved, 
The men implicated in each case escaped pros- 
ecution, which will probabiy be the result in 
this wood-preserving process,

SPRINGFIELD, Iu., June 11.—|Special.]—The 
action of the House today has placed the Elec- 
tion bill, which is of such vital interest to Chi- 
cago, in a perilous position.

The prospectus of Gen. Grant's forthcoming 
book has already been put in the hands of 
many canvassers. The first volume, however, 
is yet in tne bands of the printers and will not 
be completed for a considerable time. The 
printing of the second valume has not yet been 
done. The prospectus as given to the can- 
vussers presents an outline of the scope of the 
work and many interesting extracts. The fol- 
lowing are quotations from the announcement 
of the publishers, Messrs. Charles L. Webster 
& Co.: 

Tue first volume will contain about 500 pages, 
printed in large clear type. 

The trontispiece of the first volume is a fine steel 
portrait of Gen. Grant by A. H. Ritchie, N. A.. 
engraved expressly for this work, and it has never 
before appeured. It is copied from an old daguer- 
reotype which was taken at Bethel, Clermont 
County, O., in 1843, when Gen. Grant was 21 years 
of age, and represents him in the uniform of a 
Brevet Second-Lieutenant, United States Infantry. 
‘he General laughingly informed the pub- 
lishers that he price of cutting 
twenty cords of wood—$5—for the daguerreotype, 
und was cautioned not to wink during the three- 
minute sitting required at that early duy, which 
caution he disregarded. 

Considerable trouble was experienced in dis- 
covering the whereabouts of this daguerreotype, 
which had passed out of the General’s bands in 
early years, but it was found in the bands of his 
friend, Mr. George W. Chiids of Philadelphia, who 
kindly lent it for the purpose of making this en- 
graving.

The second volame will contain about 500 pages, 
with suitable maps and plans, and the frontispiece 
will be a une steel portrait of Gen. Grant as Lieu- 
tenant-General of the armies of the United States, 
which executed expressly for this volume by 
Wiliam E. Marshall. cr

which Gen. Grant wrote the terms for the surren- 
der of the Army of Northern Virginia and in which 
Gen. Lee signed their acceptance.

Ot the circumstances of his admission to 
West Point, Gen. Grant tells the following: 


My father received a letter from the Hon. Thomas 
Morris, then United States Senator from Ohio. 
When he read it he said to me: Ulysses, I believe 
you are going to receive the appointment.“ What 
appointment?’ I inquired. “To West Point; I 
have applied for it.“ But 1 won't go.“ I said. 
He said he thought I would, and I thought so too, 
if be did. I really had no objection to going to 
West Point, except that I had a very exalted idea 
of the requirements necessary to get through. I did 
not believe I possessed them, and could not bear the 
idea of falling. There had been four boys from our 
village, or its immediate neighborhood, who had 
graduated, and never a failure of any one appoint- 
ed from Georgetown, except in the case of the one 
whose place I was to take. He was the son of Dr. 
Bailey, our nearest and most intimate neighbor. 
Young Bailey had been appointed in 1837. Find- 
ing before the January examination following that 
he could not pass, he resigned and went to a pri- 
wate school, and remained there until the follow- 
ing year. when he was reappointed. ‘But before 
the next examination.he was dismissed. Dr. Bailey 
was a proud and sensitive man and feit the fail- 
are of his son so keenly that he forbade his return 

Dering my first year’s encampment Gen. Scott 
visited West Point and reviewed the cadets. With 

his commanding figure, his quite colossal size and 
showy uniform, I thought him the finest speci- 
mens of manhood my eyes had ever beheld, and 
che most to envied. lcould never resemble him 
gn appearance, but I believe I did have the pre- 
sentiment for a moment that some day I should oc- 
wupy his place on review, although I had no iuten- 
tion then of remaining in the army. But 
my experience in a horse-trade ten years before, 
and the ridicule it caused me, were too fresh in 
my mind for me to communicate this presentiment 
to even my most intimate chum. The next sum- 
mer Martin Van Buren, then President of the 
United States, visited West Point and reviewed the 
cadets. But he did not impress me with the awe 
that Scott inspired. In fact, I regarded Gen. Scott 
‘and Capt. C. F. Smith, the commandant of cnrdets, 
as the two men most to be envied by the Nation. 


REMINISCENCES OF SCOTT AND TAYLOR. 


‘The following concerning Gens. Scott and 
Taylor are given as illustrations of the author's 
metbods of personal comment: 

I had now been in battle with the two leading 
cohimanders conducting armies in u foreign land. 
The contrast between the two was very marked. 
Gen. Taylor never wore uniform, but dressed him- 
self entirely for comfort. He moved about the 
field in which he was operating to see through his 
Own eyes the situation.

r Since the first call of President I have been 
serving On the staff of Governor of this State, 
rendering such aid as I could in the organization of 
our State militia, and am still engaged in that ca- 
pacity. A letter addressed to me at Springtield, 
III., will reach me. Iam, very respectfully, your 
obedient servant, U. S. GRANT.” 
This letter failed to elioit an answer from the 
Adjutant-General of the army. I presume it was 
hardly read by him, and certainly it could not 
have been submitted to higher authority. Sub- 
sequent to the War Gen. Badeau, having heard of 
this letter. applied to the War Department for a 
copy of it. The letter could act be found, and no 
one recollected ever having seen it. I took no 
copy when it was written 


INCIDENTS OF THE REBELLION. 


Following are other interesting incidents that 
occurred during the Rebellion: 

At the battle of Belmont, feeling that the enemy 
we had seen cfossing the river below might be 
coming upon us unawares, I rode out in the field 
to our front—still entirely alone—to observe 
whether the enemy was passing. The field was 
grown up with corn so tall and thick as to cet off 
the view ot even a person on horseback, except di- 
rectly along the rows. Rven in that direction, owing 
to the overhanging biades of corn, the view was 
not extensive. I had not gone more thun a few 
hundred yards when I sawa@ body of troops march- 
ing past me, not fifty yards away. I looked at 
them ra moment and then turned my horse 
tow @river and started back, first in a walk, 
and when I thought myself concealed from the 
view of the eneniy, as fastas my horse could carry 
me. When at the river bank I still had to ride a 
few hundred yards to the point where the nearest 
transport lay. 

The corn-tield in front of our transports termi- 
nated at the edge of a dense forest. Before l got 
back the enemy had entered this forest and had 
opened a brisk fire upon the boats. Our men, with 
the exception of détails that had gone to the front 
after the wounded, were now either aboard the 
transports or. yery nearthem. Those who were 
not on board goon got there, and the boats pushed 
off. I was the only man of the National army be- 
tween the Rebels and our transports. The Cap- 
tain of a boat that had just pushed out 
but had not started 
and ordered the engineer tw 
engine. He then hada plank run out for me. My 
horse seemed to take in the situation. There was 
no path down the bank, and every one acquainted 
with the Mississippi River knows that its banks, in 
a natural state, do not vary at any great angle 
from the perpendicular. My horse put bis fore 
feet over the bank without hesitation or urging 
and, with his hind feet well under bim, slid down 
the bank and trotted aboard the boat, twelve or 
fifteen feet away, over a single gang-piank. I dis- 
mounted and went at once to the upper deck, 

The Mississippi was low the 7th of September, 
1861, so that the banks were higher than tne heads 
of men standing on the upper decks of the steam- 
ers. The Rebels were some distance back from the 
river, so that their fire was high and did us but 
little harm. Our smoke-stack was riddled with 
builets, but there were only three men wounded 
on the boats, and but one of these was a soldier. 
When I first. went on deck 1 entered the Captain’s 
room, adjoining the pilot- house, and threw myself 
on a sofa. I did not keep that position u moment, 


but rose to #0 out on the deck to observe what was 


going on. I had searcely left when u musxet-bali 
entered the room, atruck the head of the sofa, 
passed through it, and lodged in the foot. 

At the siege of Fort Donelson, when the men 
found themselves without ammunition, they couid 
not stand up against ps who seemed to have 
plenty of it. The division broke and a portion fied, 
but most of the men, as they were not pursued, 
only fell back out ef range of fire of the enemy. 
It must have been about this time that Thayer 
pushed his brigade in between the eneniy and those 
of our troops that were without ammunition. At 
all events the enemy fell back within its intrench- 
ments and was there when I arrived on the field. 

I saw the men standing in knots, talking in the 
most excited manner. No officer seemed to be giv- 
ing any directions. The soldiers had their muskets, 
but no ammunition, while there were tons of it 
close at hand. I heard.some of them say that the 
enemy had come out with his Knapsacks and hav- 
ersacks filléd with rations. They seemed to think 
this indicated a determination on his part to stay 
out dnd fight just as long as the provisions held 
out. I turned to Col. J. D. Webster of my staf, 
who was with me, and said: Some of our 
men are pretty badly demoralized, but the ene- 
my must de more 30, for he has at- 
tempted to force his way out, but has 
fallen back: the one who attacks first now will be 
victorious, and the enemy will have to bein a 
hurry if he gets ahead of me.” 1 determined to 
make the assault at once on our left. It was clear 
to my m that the enemy had decided to march 
out with his entire force, except a few pickets, 
and if our attack could be made on the left before 
the enemy could redistribute his forces along the 
line, we would find but little opposition except 
from the intervening abatis. I directed Col. Web- 
ster to ride with me and call out to the men as we 
passed: “Fill your cartridge-boxes quick and get 
into line; fhe enemy is trying to escape and he 
must not permitted to do so.“ This acted like 
a charm. men only wented some one to give 
them a command. We rode rapidiy to Smith’s 
quarters, when I explamed the situation to him 
and directed him to charge thé enemy’s works in 
his front würn bis whole division, saying at the 
same time that he would find nothing but a very 
thin line to contend with. The General was off in 
an incredibly short time, going in advance himseif 


“to keep his men from firing while they were work- 


ing their way through the abatis intervening be- 
tween them and theenemy. The outer line of rifie- 
pits was passed, and the nicht of the 15th Gen. 
Smith, with muce of his division, bivouacked with- 
in the lines oftheenemy. .. . 

At the battle of Shiloh, when all reinforcements 
arrived. I éxpected to take the initiative by march- 
ing on Corinth and had no expectation of needing 
fortifications. But this subject was taken into 
consideration. McPherson, my only military engi- 
neer, was directed to lay out a line to intrench. 
He did so, but reported that it would have to be 
made in the rear of the line of encampment as it 
then ran. The new line, while it would be nearer 
the river, was yet too far away from the Tennessee 
or even from creeks to be easily supplied with 
water, and in case of attack these creeks 
would be in the bands of the enemy. 
The fact ts. I regarded the campaign we were 
engaged in as an offensive one, and had no idea 
that the enémy would leave strong intrenchments 
to take the initiative when he knew he would be 
attacked where he was if he remained. This view, 
however, did not prevent every precaution being 
taken and every effort made to keep advisedof all 
movements pf the enemy. 

The description of the battle of Shiloh given by 
Col. William Preston Johnston is very graphic and 
weil told. The reader will imagine that he can see 
at each blow struck a demoralized and broken mob 
of Federal soldiers, each blow sending the enemy, 
more demoralized’ than ever, towurd the Ten- 
nessee River, which was a little more than 
two miles aWay at the beginning of the on- 
set. It the reader does not stop to inquire 
why, with such Confederate success for more than 
twelve hours of hard fighting, the National troops 
were not ali killed, captured, or driven into the 
river, he will regard the pen-picture as perfect. 
But I witnessed the fight from the National side 
from 8 o’clock in the morning until night closed the 
contest. and I see but little in the description that I 
ean recognize. The Confederate troops fought 
welland deserve Commendation enough for their 
bravery and endurance the éth of April, without 
detracting from their antagonists or claiming any- 
thing more than their due. : 

The Vicksburg newspaper, which we received 
regularly [while before Vicksburg] through the 
courtesy of the Rebel pickets, said prior to the 4th. 
in speaking of. the Lankee boast that they 
would take dinner in Vicksburg that day, that the 
best recipe for cooking a rabbit was, Ketch your 
rabbit first.’’ The paper at this time and for some 
time previous was printed on the plain side of 
wall-paper. The last number was printed the 
4th, and announced that we had caught our rab- 
bit.“ 

I have no doubt that Pemberton commenced his 
correspondence the 3d with a twofold purpose; 
first, to avoid an assault, which he knew would be 
successful; and, second, to prevent the capture 
taking place on the great National boliday—the an- 
niversary of the declaration of American inde- 
pendence. Holding out for better terms as he did, 
he defeated his alm in the latter particular. 

The Fourth of July, at the appointed hour, the 
garrison of Vicksburg marched out of their works 
and formed Une in front, stacked arms, and 
marched back in good order. Our whole army 
present witnessed this scene without cheering and 
without a single offensive remark that I ever heard 
of.

In 4 — interview with Mr. Lincoln alone he 
stated to me that he had never professed to be a 
military man, or to know how campaigns should be 
conducted, and never wanted to interfere in them, 
but that procrastination on the part of ers 
and the pressure of the people at the North and of 
Congress, which, like the poor, he had always 
with him,” had fo him into tssuing his well- 
known series of “ Executive Orders.“ He did not 
know but they were ali wrong, and did not know 
that some of them were. All he wanted, or had 
ever wanted, he said, was that some one would 
take the responsibility and act, and call on him for 
all the assistance needed. 

ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 

In describing his command of the Division 

of the Mississippi Gen. Grant continues: 


The 34 of October a dispatch was received at 
Cairo ordering me to move with my staff and head- 
quarters to that city and to report from there my 
arrival, This dispatch reached me the lotn. I 
left Vicksburg the same day and reached Cairo 
the 16th and reported my arrival at once. The re- 
ply came the morning of the I7th, directing me to 
proceed immediately to the Galt House, Louis- 
ville, where I would meet un officer of the War 
Department with my instructions. I left Cairo 
within an hour or two after the receipt 
or this dispatch. going by rail by 
the way of Indianapolis. Just as the 
train I was On was starting out of the depot at In- 
dianapolis, a messenger came running up to stop 
it, saying thatthe Secretary of War was coming 
into the station and wanted to see me. I hud 
never met Mr. Stanton at that time, though we had 
held frequent conversations over the wires the 
year before when I was in Tennessee. Occasional- 
ly at night he would order the wires freed from the 
War Department to my headquarters, and we 
would hold a conversation foran hourortwo. On 
this oceasiou the Secretary was accompanied by 
Gov. Brough of Ohio, whom I bad never met per- 
sonally, though he and my father had been old ac- 
quaintances. Mr. Stanton dismissed the special 
train that had brought him to Indianapolis and ac- 
companied me to Louisville. ’ 

Up to this time no hint had been given me of 
what was wanted after I left Vicksburg except the 
suggestion in one of Halleck's dispatches that I 
had better go to Nashville and superintend the 


Operations of the troops sent to relieve Rosecrans. - 


But soon after we started the Secretary handed me 
two orders, saying that I could take my choice of 
them. The two were identical in all but one par- 
ticular. Both created the “Military Division of 
the Mississippi.“ giving me the command, com- 
posed of the Departments of the Ohio, the Cum- 
berland, and the Tennessee, and all the territories 
from the  Alleghenies to the Mississippi 
River, north of, Banks’ command in the 
Southwest. One order left department com- 
manders as they were, while the other relieved 
Rosecrans and assigned Thomas to his place. I 
accepted thd latter. We reached Louisville after 
night, and, if I remember rightly, in a cold, dismal! 
rain. Atall events, the Secretary of War told me 
afterward that he caught a cold on that occasion 
from which be never expected to recover. He 
never did. 

A day was spent in Louisville, the Secretary giv- 
ing me the military news at the Capital. 


AT CHATTANOOGA, 


An incident of the struggle at Chattanooga 
is thus told: 


On the receipt of Mr. Dana’s dispatch Mr. Stan- 
ton sent for me. Finding that Il was out he be- 
came nervous and excited, inquiring of every per- 
son he met, including guests of the house, whether 
they knew where I was, and bidding them find me 
and send me to him at once. About 11 o’ clock I re- 
turned to the hotel, and on my way, when rear the 
house, every person met was a messenger from the 
Secretary, apparently partaking of his impatience 
to see me. I hastened to the room of the Secretary 
and found him pacing the floor rapidly, in 
about the garb Mr. Jeflerson Davis was wearing, 
subsequently, when he was captured—s dressing- 
gown, but without the shawl and sun-bonnet. He 
showed me the dispatch saying that the retreat 
must de prevented. I immediately wrote an order 
assuming command Of the Military Division of the 
Mississippi and telegraphed it to Gen. Rosecrans. 
1 then telegraphed him the order from Washington 
assigning to Thomas the command of the Army of 
the Cumberland, and to Thomas that he must hold 
Chattanooga at all hazards. . It had now got 
to be late im the afternoon, and I had expected 
before this to see Hooker crossing the ridge in the 
neighborhood of Rossville, and compelling Bragg 
to mass in that direction also. The enemy had 
evacuated Lookout Mountain during the night, as 1 
expected he would, In crossing the valley he 
burned the bridge over Chattanooga Creek, and did 
all he could to obstruct the roads behind him. 
Hooker was off bright and early, with no 
obstructions in his front but distance and 
the destruction above described. He was 
detained four hours crossing Chattanooga 
Creek, and thus was lost the immediate 
advantage I expected from his forces. His reach- 
ing Bragg’s flank and extending across it was to be 
the signal for Thomas’ assault. But Sherman’s 
condition was getting so critical that the assault 
for his relief could not be delayed any longer. 
Sheridan's and Wo0d’s divisions had been lying 
under arms from early morning ready te move the 
instant the signal was given. 1 now directed 
Thomas to order the charge at once. I watched 


eagerly to see the effect, and became impatient at 


last that there was no indication of any being made. 
Gen. Grant telis the following concerning 
Gen. Bragg: 


I have heard a story in the old army very char- . 


acteristic of Bragg. On one occasion, when sta- 
tioned ata post of several companies, commanded 
by a field officer, he was himself commanding one 
of the companies and at the same time acting 
Post-Quartermaster and Commissury. He was a 
First- Lieutenant at the time, but his Captain was 
detached on other duty. As commander of the 
company he made a requisition upon the 
Quartermaster — himself — for something he 
wanted. As Quartermaster he declined to 
fill the requisition. and indorsed on 
the back of it his reason for so doing. As company 
commander he responded to this, urging that his 
requisition called for nothing but whathe was en- 
titied to, and that it was the duty of the Quarter- 
master to fillit. The Quartermaster still persisted 
that he was right. In this condition ot affairs Bragg 
referred the whole matter to the commanding o- 
cer. The latter, when he saw the nature of the 
matter referred, exclaimed: ‘My God, Mr. Bragg, 
you have quarreled with every officerin the army, 
and now you are quarreling with yourself.“ Long- 
street was an entirely different man. 
THE WILDERNESS CAMPAIGN, 

Of the Wilderness campaign the General 
Says: 

Operating as we were in an enemy’s country, and 
supplied always from a distant base, large detach- 
ments had at ull times to be sent from the tront, 
not only to guard the base of supplies and the roads 
leading to it, but all the roads leading to our flanks 
and rear. We were also operating in a country 
unknown to us, and without competent guides or 
maps showing the rouds accurately. 

Estimating Lee’s strength in the same manner 
as Ours, the enemy had not less than 80,000 men at 
the start. Llis reinforcements during the campaign 
were about equal to ours, deducting our discharged 
men and those sent back. Lee was on the de- 
fensive, and in a country in which every stream, 
every road, every obstacle to the movement of 
troops, and every natural defense was familiar to 
him and his army. The citizens were all friendly 
to him and his cause, and could and did furnish 
him with accurate reports of our every movement. 
Rear guards were not necessary for him, and huay- 
ing always a railroad at his back, large wagon 
trains were not required. All circumstances con- 
sidered, we did not have any advantage of num- 
Deore. =: 

On the morning of the 7th we sent out pickets and 
skirmishers along our entire front to discover the 
position of the enemy. Some went as far as a mile 
and a half before finding him. But Lee showed no 
disposition to come out. There was n> battle 
during the day, and but little firing except in War- 
ren’s front. About midday Warren was directed 
to make a reconnaissance in force. This drew sume 
sharp firing, but there was no attempt on the part 
of the Rebels to drive him back. This ended the 
battle of the Wilderness. 

More severe fighting has not been witnessed on 
this continent than that of the 5th and 6th of May, 
1864, Our victory consisted in having successfully 
crossed a formidable stream almost in the face of 
the enemy, and in getting the army together after- 
ward as a unit. We gained an advantage on the 
morning of the 6th, which, if it had been followed 
up, must have proven very decisive. In the even- 
ing the enemy gained an advantage, but was 
speedily repulsed. As we stood at the close the 
two armies were relatively in about the same con- 
dition to meet each other as when the river had di- 
vided them. But the fact of safely crossing was a 
victory. 

Our losses in the battle of the Wilderness were 
2.261 killed, 8,785 wounded, and 2,902 missing; 
probably nearly all the latter captured by the en- 
emy. 


FIRE IN A HOTEL, 


A WISCONSIN HOSTELRY FOUND-IN FLAMES 
AND HEAVY LOSS ENTAILED—THE GUESTS 
SAVED WITH BUT ONE ACCIDENT. 
SHEBOYGAN, Wis., June 1).—(|Special. ;—The 

Park Hotel was discovered on fire at 2 a. m., 

and before the fire department responded was 

too far enveloped in flames to be saved. The 
entire building from Ontario street to the alley 
was burned to the ground, including one-third 
of the furniture, The guests, about fifty, es- 
caped without injury, excepting Capt. Otto 
Puhlmann, Mayor of Plymouth, Wis., in whose 
room the fire seemed to have originated.

THE TEXAS CAPITOL, 

THE CHICAGO SYNDICATE HAS SHOWN NO 
SIGN OF COLLAPSE, BUT, INSTEAD, WILL 
GO AHEAD AND COMPLETE THE sTRucr- 
VRE ACCORDING TO CONTRACT. 

Avstin, Tex., June 11,—(|Special.|—Apbner 


Tuylor, cbief contractor for building the State 
Capitol, arrived here several days ago for the 


purpose of looking after the work and sub-let- 


ting the contract for the superstructure, the 
foundation and water table having been com- 
pleted in March last. Col. Taylor, besides be- 
ing boss contractor, isa member of the now 
famous Illinois Legislature, the syndicate com- 
prising, besides himself, Col. A. C. 
Babcock, Charles n. Farwell, and 
John V. Farwell of Chicago. Work 
on the immense Capitol Building has been en- 
tirely suspended far two months, not the sound 
of a solitary hammer being now beard, and 
many rumors bave been circuiated through- 
out Texas about the syndicate throwing up the 
contract, which nave been taken up by sensa- 
tional correspoudents and telegraphed abroad, 
misleading the public and annoying all con- 
nected with the work. There has not 
been a particle of evidence to sup- 
port such assertions, True, there has 
been warm discussion in the Boatd of Capitol 
Commissioners represeuting the State on the 
question of accepting the proposition recently 
submitted by Col. Taylor to build the upper 
structure of limestone from the Bedford quar- 
ries of Indiana, instead of Texas stone. The 
contract calls for limestone for outside walls, 
to be identical ‘with a sample from Oatman- 
ville, quarry, ten miles from Austin, filed 
with Secretary Dickens of the Capitol 
Board here; but Contractor Taylor astver- 
tained that sufficient stone of the specimen 
indicated could not be had at Out manville to 
carry out the specifications, which require 
uniformity of color and very large dimensions. 
This was at least the ostensible reason for sub- 
mitting to the Commissioners a proposition to 
substitute limestone trom Bedford, Ind., a 
sample of which is now om file in the Com- 
missioners’ office Bere, beiig of a beautiful 
gray tint, and found by analysis and tests to 
be far superior to Texas limestone. Some of 
the finest buildings in Chicago and the new 
residences of the two Vanderbilts at New York 
are built of it. The contract does not confine 
the contractors to Texas stone, but to conform 
to the specimen of Oatmanville limestone. 
There was a movement in the last Legislature 
to substitute fine red granit, found in inex- 
haustible quantities seventy miles northwest 
of. Austin, in Burnett County; but it fell 
through, and limestone of some sort must 
be used under the present contract, and 
this discuasion caused the suspension 
of work above referred to. As to 
the syndicate throwing up the contract 
involving millions of outlay as well as profit, 
it is the merest bosh. Legally, and according 
to contract, the syndicate have now in their 
possession and in payment of work done on 
the Capitol 438,000 acres of splendid land. 
comprising the entire County of Dallampin- 
noch, a county of Texas in the extreme north- 
west. They have nearly the whole 
county now under fence, stocked with 
cattle, and it is estimated to be worth 
$1,000,000. They have now, from first to last, 
expended on the Capitol building $400,000. 
Their bond ig a quarter of a million, so that 
should they throw up the contract a bandsome 
profit would be left, but the profit in contin- 
ing would be far greater. The Capitol Board 
will hardly decide on Indiana stone for several 
days yet. The board is composed of Gov. 
John Ireland, State Controller Swain, 
Land Commissioner - Wals. Attorney- 
General Templeton, aud Tiéasurer Lubbock. 
There are also two Capitol Commissioners— 
Messrs. Lee and McLaurin. Superintendent, 
Gen. R. L. Walker. Gov. Ireland is at Dallas, 
and Col. Swain delivering an address at Hunts- 
ville. Col. Taylor is surf-bathing in the Gulf 
at Galveston. In a few days they will all be 
bere and come to an understanding. There 
are 15,000 car-loads of stone required for the 
entire building, over 3,000 of which would 
come from Indiana if that stone is adopted 
for the exterior walls, so that talk about al! the 
material coming from anol 
sense. The rumor of the syndicate asking 
Texas to reimburse them for money already 
spent is absurd, because the State Constitution 
set aside 3,000,000 acres for building the Cap- 
ol, but not a cent of money, and neither 
the Legislature nor board bas power to 
appropriate or use any money. When the Cap- 
itol Board and Contractor Taylor agree on a plan 
the readers of TR TRIBUNE will be accurately 
apprised. The Capitol will be built, as the 
Chicago syndicate is going to build it. The 
story about their collapse is not believed down 
here in Texas.

Kansas City Times: John Toelle was an 
honest, industrious, and respectable man of 
about 35 years of age, of fine habits and traits,

the pleasure of his children the father, some 
three years ago, procured a fine Newfoundland 
dog, the instrument of his death, then but a 
pup. The animal, was always kind and af- 
fectionate, and seemed never. prouder than 
when serving as a pony for his little masters, 
A STRUGGLE WITH A MAD BRUTE. 

it was May 6 that Mr. Toelle had the dis- 
astrous struggle with the pet of his children. 
For several days prior the dog had been missed 
from the house for quite a while at a time, 
and when he returned he was indifferent, 
cross, and snappish. On one occasion 
be took the babe's entire hand in his 
mouth, merely leaving the print of his teeth, 
but causing no abrasion of the skin. Again 
he seized an elder child by the arm, but bis 
teeth did not penetrate the skin. These freaks 
caused alarm, and the animal was secured and 
tied. But Mr. Toelle accounted for the sudden 
savageness of the dog on the theory that the 
animal had been killing sheep, and the fresh 
blood had affected him. :The morning of 
the fatal day the dog freed himself, and was 
seen jogging slowly across the fleld. His vic- 
tim ordered his employé to go after the dog. 


but that party, whose apprebensions had been 


aroused, refused, and Toelle himself deserted 
bis work and went in pursuit of the rabid 
animal. 
his adventure. 
piece of timber out of sight of the neighboring 
houses, and overtook the dog as the animal 
paused at the edge of a stream of flowing 
water. Toelle walked near to him, and his 
fears being now aroused, though not the 
least suspicious of rabies, he stepped be- 
hind a large tree, and for a short interval 
was impressed with the peculiar look and 
behavior of the dog. The latter turnea 
from the stream and walked leisurely toward 
the tree behind which his master stood. Then 
Toelle spoke to the animal in a tone of com- 
mand, and, not being noticed, took up a stick 
and advanced to where the dog bad paused, 
when the powerful brute made for his throat. 
There was at once a tenacious closing of the 
dog’s jaws over the left hand of the now terri- 
filed man, and the terrible struggle began. 
After wrenching and choking, the hand was 
extricated, lacerated and bleeding; but in- 
stantly the other hand was caught, and most 
fearfully torn before the efforts to free it were 
successful. Toelle was a man of great 
strength, which by desperation must bave 
been increased, and, obtaining a neck-hold on 
the dog, threw him to the ground. No one had 
yet appeared at the desperate fight. The man 
Was now on top of the dog, violently endeav- 
oring to keep him down. Seconds must have 
been as minutes, and I could not learn with 
any definitness how long the battle lasted. But, 
before the man was exhausted, and while be 
still was on the dog, by chance a neighbor 
came near, and, comprehending the situation 
at once, ran to his house, procured his gun, 
and, returning to the scene, shot the dog to 
death while Toelle still continued to hold on. 


FEARING HYDROPHOBIA. 

Toelle was now appretensive of rabies. He 
hurried to his house and gave orders for bis 
horse. His workman, misunderstanding him, 
himself took the horse and rode rapidly to town 
for a physician. The wounded man went at 
once to a neighbor’s and usked for a horse, re- 
counting his adventure, and insisting that he 
wauted and must have medical aid at once. 
This neighbor made light of the man’s fears of 
hg drophobia, and absolutely refused to loan his 
horse. Toelle was forced to remain at home 
and await the coming of the physician. When 
that gentleman came, after much delay, be 
simply cauterized the wounds of ais patient, 
and, though being informed fully as to the 
changed nature of the dog, his strange freaks 
and actions, persistently assured Toelle and his 
family that there was no cause to fear hydro- 
pbobia. 

A week passed awayand the wounds were 
rapidiy healing, and at the end of two weeks 
Toelie was as well as over and pursuing his 
labors as usual. 
man’s mind now? I believe trom the moment 
he had the terrible struggle with the dog he 
felt convinced that the animal was experienc- 
ing raties. His friends argued with him at 
length, endeavoring to relieve him of the 
gnawing apprehension that him. He 
asked me the evening of the 6th what I thought 
as to the dog being mad. I answered him en- 
couragingly, but, having known the dog for a 
long time, I was convinced that there bad been 
a metamorphosis of his nature and disposition, 
and my fears of rabies were very strong. I 
urged every remedy, every prevention. inciud- 
ing the use of the mad-stone; for, if the story 
of superstition, it you choose toterm it, should 
not be confirmed when the stone should Be ap- 
plied, there might, at least, come respit to the 
poor man’s troubled, mind. A médical work 
containing a chapter on hydrophobia was ob- 
tained und studiously read by him; and he 
constantly showed that he was in distressing 
despair, antedating the miseries that were to 
fallon bim. 

THE DISEASE COMES ON. 

No premonitory symptoms were felt, how- 
ever, until Thursday, May 28, when be com- 
plained of darting pains from bis bands to his 
arms, and an itching and dull sensation about 
the places so fearfully lacerated. But these 
passed away. Monday last, June 1, he rode to 
town with a neighbor and frequentiy caught 
and rubbed his hands and arms, complaining 
of darting pains that went from his hands up 
his arms and met between his shoulders. He 
also suid he felt chilly and remarked that be 
believed that no was going to have a chill. Re 


turning home be went up-stairs and lay down. , 


Some time passed, and his wife, going to the 
foot of the stairs, called to him several times 
without a response. She ascended the stairs 
and entered the room. Toelle rose to a sitting 
posture and turned bis back on ber. She 
crossed the room and found him crying bitteriy 
with his face buried iu his bands. His only ro- 
ply to her question was: I feel that awful 
disease creeping over me. I know I am going 
mad and sball die.“ The day dragged on; the 
body was not in pain, but for the mind the 
gioom of night was come—a hopeless darkness 
had settled there. He retired with the others 
of his bouseboid. 

The coming of Tuesday morning, June 2, 
usbered in the twenty-seventh day counting 
from the time of the fearful encounter with 
the dog. At3o’clock of that morning the de- 
ceased awoke in a struggle for breath and 
called for a drink. When his eyes fell on the 
water handed him he instantly threw up bis 
hands with the exclamation. For God's sake, 
take it away! He became composed in «a 
moment or so and rested fairly well untii be 
arose. He compiained considerably and vom- 
ited freely. The physician was sent for and 
came in the forenvon. He was puzzied. He 
said but little of anything, and nothing that 
was definit. He departed, but in several hours 
returned, accompanied by another member of 
his profession. y viewed the patient, said 


nothing, did uothing, and departed. The aft- 


ernoon wore away, and the restiesness and 
changed appearance of the man became more 
perceptibie. | 

FEARFUL PAROXYSMS. 


And now we near the hour when the dread- 
ful poison in his system broke loose with hor- 


How can 1 describe the 
agony of that night, when every nerve

of it, At 10 o’clock the physician comes 
again.

The 
physician says nothing, goes away without any 


instructions, and leaves two of us to watch the 


night through. 
“THE VICTIM’S LAST HOURS. 

The condition of the sufferer remains un- 
changed. He is all the time cong@iis and ra- 
tional. The priest comes, the wife enters, and 
we, the watchers, step from the room. When 
the voice of the priest is raised in prayer tne 
dying man becomes composed peaceful. 
The violent struggling ceases, the paroxysms 
and convulsions come no more, and I involun- 
turily looked through the window, expecting 
to see that death had come. Full fifteen min- 
utes pass, and when the prayer is ended the 
hydrophobic victim gently takes his wife's 
band, draws her to bim, kisses ber, and says, 
**Good-by.”” At once the agonizing struggle 
recommences, and the scenes already de- 
scribed are from every three to five 
minutes. And thus the night and the greater 
part of the next day wore away. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the legs of the 
man seem as though paralyzed. He ceases to 
struggie. We are obliged to tie his hands from 
him, for he is inclined to bite them. His 
mouth opens and sbuts firmly, as though he 
were snapping. He is now entirely uncon- 
scious. Little by little there issues from his 
mouth white troth like clean soap-suds. The 
face begins to turn upward. The respiration 
is seen to decrease. Life is ebbing away. A 
watch is opened and the beating of the heart is 
timed. The snapping of the mouth grows less 
violent; and at 5 o’clock John Toelle is in full 
possession of death. , 

I carefully noticed the cries and screaming 
of the man in all his death-struggies, and I 
failed to discover the least in them that was 
like the barking or the noise of any animal.

A Washington telegram announces that 
the Indian Bureau has achieved the remarka- 
ble feat of saving $40,000 on a contract for 
furnishing beef to the Indians. Proposals 
were made for supplying 15,000,000 pounds 
of beef to the Rosebud, Yankton, Crow 
Creek, and Pine Ridge Agencies, and the 
shrewd Commissioner of Indian Affairs, in- 
stead of taking the first offer that was made, 
quietly waited until all the bids were in and 
then sagaciously selected the lowest. The 
difference between the highest and the low- 
est bids amounts to about 340.000, which is 
thus saved to the: Government by the far- 
sighted officials ot the Indian Bureau. The 
people are now expected to applaud this tri- 
umphant exploit in applying the methods of 
private business to the affairs of the Admin- 
istration, 


While the people rejoice over the alleged 
saving of $40,000 on a beef contract by not 
giving it to the highest bidder, it would be 
well if some share of public attention could 
be directed toward the millions that are not 
saved but in truth squandered by wholesale. 
The whole Indian question would have been 
settled long ago if the Government had re- 
garded it largely as a matter of dollars and 
cents rather than of sentimental theories. 
The time and labor consumed in devising 
plans to make the Indian a dignified sort of 
pauper supported by the Government and 
kept in possession of vast hunting-grounds 
known as reservations might have been bet- 
ter expended in efforts to have the savage 
make his own liying and supply his own 
beef. When millions of dollars are expend- 
ed annually for the single item of beef for 
the Indians it is certainly time to take a 
more practical view of the entire question. 

The enormous amount of beef required by 
the Indians comes from their prodigal way 
of living at the public expense. After gorg- 
ing themselves on Government beef the 
Indians use vast quantities in feeding their 
tens of thousands of worthless dogs. Dog- 
raising isa great industry among the sav- 
ages, and it is carried on with the beef fur- 
nished by the Government. The reserva- 
tions swarm with Government-fed curs. 
Captious critics who complain about the 
amount of meat purchased for the reserya- 
tions must remember that each savage has a 
number of dogs, and under the present sys- 
tem the Government undertakes to supply 
beef for the curs as well as for the Indians. 
Statistics do not show just what proportion 
of the beef is used for the support of dogs. 
but a rough estimate may be made in view of 
the fact that each Indian has on an average 
three or four mongrel curs whose beet-eating 
capacity is alwaysphenomenal. Hence it is 
that the Goverùument has to buy beef at the 
rate of 15,000,000 ds under a single con- 
tract. White people have to pay thousands 
of dollars in taxes to support the hordes of 
dogs on the Indian reservations. 

Under the present system it takes a great 
deal of the labor and capital of white men to 
raise enough beef to support the Indians and 
their dogs. Why should not the Indians do 
this for themselves? It is high time the 
savages were taught to raise cattle instead of 
dogs, and thus do something for their own 
support. White men will not be willing to 
go on forever paying taxes to maintain the 
savages in idleness; and as game disappears 
they must be reduced to still lower degrees 
of beggary unless taught to do something for 
themselves. The true humanitarians are the 
ones who want to see the Indians made self- 
supporting farmers or cattlemen rather than 
chronic Government paupers. 


THE DEFAULTER’S REFOGE. 

The absconding teller of the Manhattan 
Bank has not yet been apprehended, but 
there is little doubt that he is safe in Canada. 
It is hardly probable he would undertake to 
remain in the United States while the para- 
dise of all embezzlers was within such easy 
reach, No doubt he has taken the familiar 
path to Canada, and is now safe in the fa- 
vorit refuge of allsuch rascals, Asacitizen of 
Canada Scott can invest his $160,000 of steal- 
ings and enjoy a life of ease hereafter with 
little fear of being annoyed by any proceed- 
ings in court. 

As usual, the Manhattan bank officials in- 
dulge in much angry talk and many threats 
about what they will do with Scott in case 
they find his whereabouts. They know per- 
fectly well that embezzlement does not come 
within the extradition treaty, and that Scott 
cannot be returned to this country as a fugi- 
tive from justice. Their hope, however, is 
to punish him in Canada under a statute 
which makes it a penal offense to bring into 
the Dominion any money or property which 
has been acquired by embezzlement in other 


countries, It is to the great credit of the 


Canadian authorities that they have sucha 
law on their statute-book. Otherwise it 
might appear under the treaty as though Can- 
ada was anxious to be advertised to all the 
world as the only safe and secure refuge for 
American defaulters. 

Practically, however, the statute in ques- 
tion has little terror for American embezzlers 
who take refuge in Canada. They know 
well enough that while the act looks formi- 
dable in the criminal code it is rarely put into 
actual execution. ‘There are many difficul- 
ties in the way. In the first place, itis not 
sufficient in a prosecution under this statute 
to prove the bringing into Canada of the prop- 
erty, but it must also be established that it 
was secured by embezzlement. This opens 
up a broad field, and the difficulty of convict- 


ing and punishing a criminal in one 


country for a crime committed in an- 
other is too great to warrant an 
expectation of satisfactory results. Then, 
too, while the law may rank the bringing 
into the country of property secured by em- 
bezzlement as a penal offense, it is not so re- 
garded by the average jury. Nor is the 
standard of commercial morality in this par- 
ticular a very firm support for the law. The 
popular tendency is to regard a rich embez- 
zler as a rather desirable acquisition in a 
business sense. As a rule, such characters 
spend their money freely, and business is apt 
to be brisk in a community well supplied 
with citizens of this class. Emigrants who 
bring with them hundreds of thousands of 


dollars are not to be despised even though

No 
time, no money, no effort should be spared to

if he received a majority of the honest vote. 


ACCORDING to the report in an evening 
paper of an interview with O’Keefe, who 
was convieted of stealing the ballot-boxes in 
the Third Preeinct of the Third Ward, he 
substantially admits that he was involved in 
the affair and intimates that he may make a 
statement implicating others. The best 
thing for O’Keefe to do is to make 
a clean breast of the whole wmat- 
ter. He has been sentenced to a year in 
the penitentiary. It will be no consolation 
to him while there to know that the persons 
who put him up to the business have escaped 
their share of the punishment. On the con- 
trary, the only atonement it is in his power 
to make is to tell all he knows about the 
theft. Hedid not steal the ballot-boxes on 
his own account. He was acting for 
others. It is undoubtedly in his power to 
give information which will lead to the de- 
tection of the principals in the nefarious 
business, By doing this he may earn some 
consideration at the hands of the Governor, 
and perhaps obtain a reduction of his own 
sentence; and in any case he will have the 
comfort of knowing that he has made such 
restitution as he could for his share in the 
crime,

Summoned by the Queen. 


Panic ina French Court- House The Chol 
era Soourze in Spain—Ex-Minister 
Morton Feasted, 


Lonpox, June1l.—|Via Mackay-Beunett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.]—There is an exasperat- 
ing slowness about the march of events in con- 
nection with the Government crisis, but the 
people have gotten over the first flush of impa- 
tence, and now seem content to wait the ro- 
turn of the Queen and the result of the audi- 
ences at the Windsor which win immediately 
follow. 

Reports from authentic sources indicate the 
eventual return of Mr. Gladstone to office at 
the head of a reconstructed Afti-Coercion 
Oabinet. Mr. Gladstone still wishes to abandon 
political life, but if be changes his mind and 
continues at the head of British political at- 
faire it will be at the urgent solicitation of the 
Queen. A large number of official telegrams 
have passed today between London and Bal- 
moral. 

Her Majesty is expected to arrive next Sat- 
urday,and everything wili remain in abey- 
ance until that time. All the journeys to Bal- 
moral which had been planned bave been aban- 
donea. The Ministry will have nothing to 
State to the House when it reassembies tomor- 
row evening, and a further adjournment will 
probably be taken until Monday. There is 
probably no access to the Premier to be had by 
the most enterprising interviewer. and his res- 
idence in Downing street is guarded as rigor- 
ously against reporters as it ever was against 
dynamiters.’ The Ministers are equally inno- 
cessible, but their movements can be more 
easily watched. They were all at their offices 
today, and were busily engaged in tear- 
ing up papers and clearing up the 
business of “their respective bureaus. 
The Conservatives are equally reticent, but 
Lord Salisbury has repeated his declaration of 
unwillingness to take office. Even the ready- 
witted Lord Randolph Churchill, who bas never 
hitherto lacked willingnessto make a speech 
when he has bad the opportunity, is dumb in 
the present crisis. He was announced to speak 
at a Carlton Ciub dinner tonight, and there 
was a notable gathering of Conservatives to 


’ Msten to him, but at the last moment he sent a 


conventional letter of regret, and, as if to prove 
that his absence was deliberately intended to 
avert speaking, he spent the evening at a the- 
tre. 

WILL GLADSTONE RETIRE ? 

The latest report is to the effect that the 
Queen has summoned Lord Salisbury to Bal- 
moral and that the Marquis left London 
tynight for the castle. If a Tory 
Cabinet is formed Mr. Giadstone’s 
immmediate retirement from public 
life is certain, and the Marquis of Hartington 
will be left to lead the Opposition. The news 
that Mr. Gladstone intends to make his _ retire- 
ment coincident with his resignation dismays 
the Liberals, who relied upon having his lead 
in the electoral campaign. 

Lord Salisbury, at an informal conference 
with a number of Conservatives of the House 
of Commons, said he would refuse office unless 
assured by the Liberal leaders that the tactions 
of the Opposition would not hamper the Admin- 
istration, If the Libera) majority were willing 
to give fair play to a Conservative minority 
Office might be accepted. Without some such 
understanding between the leaders of both sides 
it would be impossibie for the Conservatives 
to undertake the Government. The possibility 
of such and understanding is being discussed 
in political clubs, Mr. Gladstone, Lord Hart- 
ington, and other moderates, it is believed, 
would accede, while Mr. Chamberlain and Sir 
Charles Dilke would refuse. 

The Queen is in telegraphic cénsultation 
with the Prince of Wales and several members 
of the Privy Couneil. This is the first time she 
has sought the advice of the Prince in a state 
crisis. It is reported that he advised the 
Queen to follow the constitutional practice 
and call the Marquis of Salisbury to form a 
new Cabinet. 

A royal courier arrived in London this aft- 
ernoon,- bringing the Queen's reply to Mr. 
Gladstone’s letter. It is understood that the 
reply contained an imperative summons for 
Mr. Gladstone’s attendance at Balmoral, end 
the Premier left for Scotland by the next 
train. , 

The Court circular announcés that, in conse- 
quence of political affairs, the Queen will pro- 
ceed to London as soon as possible. 

CHERIF PASHA. 

There is great chuckling among the older 
school of politicians in Egypt over the Glad- 
stone cropper. Your correspondent at Cairo 
telegraphs an account ef an interview he has 
just had with Cherif Pasha, the predecessor of 
Nubar Pasha as the Egyptian Premier and For- 
eign Minister, who was crowded out of office 
in January, 1884, in consequence ot a disagree- 
ment with Sir Evelyn Baring. Oherif Pasha is 
a wily old Turk, with a. Parisian education. 
For nearly a generation he has been accounted 
the shrewdest diplomat in Rgypt, and he 
has led the Councils successively of the three 
last Khedives—-Said Hasba, Ismail Pasha, and 
Tewfik Pasha. He said to your correspondent: 
* As a friend of Ezypt, I rejoice at the down- 
fall of the Gladstone Cabinet for the reason 
that any change of English policy rewarding 
Egypt must be a change for the better. Take 
the history of the last twelve months for exam- 
ple. This is a fair test, for during that time 
England's control of our affairs has been abso- 
lute and undisputed. To use Nubar Pasha's 
own language, his Ministers have been 
merely the puppets of England. They were 
put in power because bis Majesty's former 
counselors wanted to govern according to the 
organic law of the land, which mede the Khe- 
dive the suzerain of the Soudan, and the Sul- 
tan the suzerain of all Egypt. England said 
that they must govern according to her be- 
bests, and denied the right of even discussing 
or questioning these behests. In other words, 
to quote my friend Nubar Pasba again, they 
were to be mere puppets. They had the manii- 
ness to contest this, and therefore they 
were deposed. England said, in Janu- 
ary, 1884, that the Soudan must 
be abandoned, The Egyptian Government 
would have been recreant to the Porte if it 
had consented to such a dismemberment, 
There was a revolt in the Soudan, to be sure, 
but revolts had been crushed betore, and 80 
could this have been if Egypt and her natural

The Datly Telegraph states that it caused a 
personal inquiry to be made at his residence 
late at night and was assured the Marquis was 
in bed. The newspapers generally ridicule the 
letter of Lord Richard Grosvenor, in which he 
claims that the Liberal whips did their utmost 
to secure the attendance of Liberal members 
last Monday night. 

GERMAN OPINION. 

German diplomats allege that one of the 
Causes, and the greatest, of the resignation of 
the Giadstone Government was the failure of 
the secret mission of the Earl of Rosebery to 
Berlin. These diplomats now assert that the 
object of that mission was to secure a recon- 
ciliation between Mr. Gladstone and Prince 
Bismarck. Another cause is said to have been 
the failure of the Rt.-Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain’s recent secret mission to Paris. Mr. 
Chamberlain’s trip to Paris was, at the 
time it was made, announced to be sim- 
ply for pleasure and recreation, Oflicials in 
the Kaiser's foreign service declare, however, 
that Mr. Chamberlain was sent to the French 
capital by Mr. Gladstone for the purpose of 
obtaining from M. de Freycinet, French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, an Anglo-French alli- 
ance on Egyptian affairs. This was to be based 
on unequal shares in the control of the coun- 
try, English coutrol to be paramount. It is de- 


olared that the failure of both these missions 
greatly discouraged Mr. Gladstone, who, losing 


heart at the discovery of what he believed was 
deep hostility against England, entertafned by 
her immediate Continental neighbors, suddeniy 
awoke to a keen sense of the failure of his 
foreign policy and concluded to abandon polit- 
ical life, 

A TERRIBLE DISASTER. 

At Thiers, a town zu the Department of Puy- 
de-Dome, France, a murder trial bad been in 
progress for some days. Yesterday, the last 
day of the trial, the court-bouse*®was crowded 
with men and women anxious to witness the 
closing scenes. When the people were leav- 
ing, immediately after the adjournment of 
court, and were jammed upon the stone stair- 
way leading to the street, the lofty staircase 
fell. The scene that followed was appalling. 
Immense masses of masonry from above 
crashed down upon the struggling people be- 
low, grinding through their flesh and bones 
and mangling and mutilating them in a horri- 
ble manner. The fall of the staircase and the 
shrieks ot the people lying helpless in the 
ruins caused a panic in the court-room, and 
there was arush for the now wrecked exit. 
Those who were in the front were unable to 
withstand the pressure from bebind and were 
hurled down upon the men and women crushed 
in the fall of the staircase, and whom the peo- 
ple in the street were already striving to res- 
cue. The dead already number twenty-four. 
The total number of the injured is placed at 
163. Of these fourteen are very seriously in- 
jured, and some of them will die. 

THE CHOLERA. 

The cholera in Spain is spreading and the in- 
crease in the number of cases now daily re- 
ported is causing great alarm among the peo- 
ple. In Valencia there bave been forty-five 
new cases reported since the last previous re- 
turns of yesterday. Castellon dela Plata an- 
nounces eighteen deaths, In the Province of 
Murcia are there sixty cases resembling chol- 
era. This number includes twenty-eight cases 
in the City of Murcia. 

A quarantine of all vessels arriving at Alex- 
andria from Spanish ports has been ordered as 
precautionary measures against the introduc- 
tion of cholera, 


A POISONER OF WOMEN, 

Albert Pel, the watchmaker of Montreuil, 
appeared today in Paris betore the Seine As- 
sizes, charged with poisoning. Before 6 this 
morning all the streets leading to the Palais de 
Justice were thronged. By 10 the court- 
room was packed with spectators. <A 
long table covered with les pieces 
a conviction”’ resembled a small laboratory of 
furnaces, retorts, blowpipes, bottles, large and 
small, and boxes with white labels. In the 
centre of the table stood large china basins 
containing.the bowels, intestines, stomach, and 
liver of Pel’s first wife. Another series of 
china basins contained the white ashes 
found in Pel’s stove, supposed to be all 
that is left of Buse Cochmer, Pel’s mistress. 
A third series of basins contained ashes of a 
recently-executed criminal burned by medical 
experts in a stove similar to that of Pel’s to 
enable the jury to décide whether 
the ashes found in Pel’s stove are 
the ashes of a human being or not. 
At noun the President ordered the Greffier to 
read the acts of accusation, Pel is only 36 
years old. The following is the story of his 
crimes: In 1881 he went to Paris with his 
mother and began business as a waich. 
maker. Aug. 16, 1882, Pel’a mother 
was seized with violent pains, After a few 
days of agony sbe died. A few days after- 
wards Pel sold all his mother’s effects and 
went on a debauch. Then Pel employed 
a servant named Marie Mahoin. Five 
days after ahe was seized with pains 
in the intestines, with thirst, and vomiting. 
During ber illness Pel introduced into his 
apartment a second woman named Eugenie 
Meyer, who forthwith became his mistress, 
Eugenie was also seized with violent pains, 
The two women nursed each other, but Marie 
Mahoin, fearing sometbing wrong, ran away 
and took refuge in Bejoin Hospital, where she 
was speedily cured, Eugenie Meyer, however, 
since the day she entered Pel's apartment was 
never seen again, Pel sold her clothes and 
jewelry end went on a debauch, In 1880 Pel 
married a pretty girl named Eugenie Buffreau, 
who brought him a dowry of 4.000 
francs. The wedding took place Aug. 
26, and Oct. 24 Mme. Pel died. 
Pel calied no dactor until she was in the iast 
agony. Pel declared that her death was caused 
by eating poisonous musbrooms. The stom- 
ach, liver, and intestines of this young wife 
are now in the china basins in the court- 
room, and are declared by medical ex- 

rts to be impregnated, with arsenic, 

ine months later Pel married another young 
woman, Miic. Murat-Bollisie, who brought him 
a dowry of 6,000 franca. Teg days after the 
wedding Pel's second wife and her mother 
were seized with excruciating pains, but the 
mother-in-law, having the presentiment of 
evil, left Pel's house and persuaded her daugh- 
ter to do the same, thereby saving both their 
lives. Pel had, however, got hold uf the 6,000 
franes, and proceeded to spend them in reck- 
jess debauchery. 

In 1884 he made the acquaintance of a wom- 
an named Elize Bochmer, and the two lived to- 
gether inasmall house at Montreuil. Elize 
sold Crédit Foncler vonds and gave all the 
money to Pel. July 2, however, she said in 
reply to Pei’s urgent entreaties, “‘ Not an- 
other sou.“ The evening of that day Elize 
was seized with sudden pains in the intestines, 
vomiting, and intense thirst. Pel forbade 
her to call a doctor or admit any neighbors. 
During Pel's absence, however, two women 
Mme. Uhesnet and Mme. Deven—entored the 
forbidden apartment and found Elize writhing 
in fearful torture, tearing out ber hair and 
lacerating ber flesb with ber fingernails. This 
was July 12. Since then she disappeared—just 
as Eugonic Meyer did in 1879—and was never 
seen again. 

Shortly afterward the neighbors were alarmed 
by a terrible stench, like that of a decaying 
corpse, coming from Peil’s apartment. Great 
excitement was also aroused by a fire, like that 
of a blacksmith's forge, that illuminated Pel's 
windows day and night in spite of the closely- 
drawn black curtains.

MONTREAL, Que., June 11.—[Special.]—A public 
meeting was held today in the Corn Exchange to 
recetve the report of the delegation to the Govern- 
ment On the subject of the abolition of canal tolls. 
John Magor, one of the delegates, thought that the 
impression made upon the Minister, Mr. Pope, was 
favorable, but he wasemphutic on the point that 
they were not to expect that what might be done 
was to be permanent. Mr. Hugh McLennan, an- 


other of the delegates, was decidedly of the opinion 


that, in spite of the feeling in some quarters, the 
delegation had not been as successful as could be 
wished, The impression made upon him was that 
the delegation had come before a Minister who bad 
been primed beforehand by an unfriéndly hand. 
The grain and cattle export of Canada had been built 
up by the capital,energy,and enterprise of business- 
men of Montreal, who, in the early days, bought 
and shipped themselves, but it would be found 
that a good deal of that trade had gone into the 
hands of middlemen, whose endeavors were on- 
fined to getting a commission between the seller in 
the West and the buyer elsewhere. If rail- 
ways, with the sharp competition and squeezing 


down of everything, had a tendency to drive of 


our trade to other routes, especially to all-rail 
routes south of us, of course the Government must 
not allow the water routes to be shoved to one 
side and made practically useless, otherwise there 
might come a time when there would be no use for 
Montreal. If that time did come there would be 
no use for Ottawa. Edgar Judge thought they 
bad but little reason to feel grateful to the Gov- 
ernment for the manner in which they 
had received the deputation. They had 
never dreamed of applying tor relief 
until the Erie Canal had been made free and their 
business was in danger of extinction, and then 
they were met by the statement that nothing buta 
temporary measure of relief would be granted. 
Mr. Watt showed that it was only reasonable for 
the city to pay for the extra hospital and police 
dues charged vessels. He said the charges against 
shipping in the port were very high as compared 
with New York.

River Pool Points Not Agreed 
Upon. 


It is probable that the Northwestern Trafic 
Association will hold a meeting next Wednesday to 
consider its treubles, and particularily to come to 
some agreement regarding the rates made by the 
St. Paul & Omaba’s Washburn line (Northwest- 
ern) in otition with the Duluth route. Al- 
though the complications in the association are 
duite serious, there is no danger that it will go to 
pieces. The ten days in which the roads could 
have appealed from the award of percentages 
recentiy made by Arbitrator Bogue have expired, 
and the percentages will now have to stand until 
April 1, 1886. The present troubles are all tem- 
porary, but cannot well be surmounted until com- 
petition by the lakes and Mississippi river closes. 
Until then the pool lines will be compelled to meet 
the rates made On east-bound business by the Du- 
luth and Green Bay routes, which are not in the 
pool, and on west-bound business by the Upper 
Mississippi River steamers. The Milwaukee & St. 
Paul objects to the Northwestern making a 10-cent 
rate from St. Paulto Washburn (the regular rate 
is 12 cents), but the Northwestern insists upon that 
rate and demands that it be accepted by the pool, 
as otherwise it could not meet the competition of 
the Duluth and Green Bay routes. All the roads 
except the Milwaukee & St. Paul think the po- 
sition taken by the Washburn Line is correct. 
As regards the competition by the Upper Missis- 
sippi River steamers, the only thing that can be 
done isto meet the rates made by these fides. 
About two weeks ago the pool lines agreed to re- 
store west-tound rates, but they were not able to 
command much of the business at regular rates. 
and it is stated that alt the lines are again cutting. 
The war made upon the Grand Trunk by the Cana-

Yesterday was a bear day in the principal spetu- 
lative articles of produce, and it looked as if they 
would have been still weaker but for the quiet- 
ness which prevailed. There was not much doing, 
in the absence of large offerings, simply because 
holders saw that it would be impossible to sell any 
big quantities without depressing prices farther 
than the holders wished to see them go. The 
weather was fine, with a higher temperature, and 
better crop advices from some sections, while the 
foreign news was the reverse of encouraging to 
those who are interested in seeing prices sustained. 

Provisions were quiet and irregular. Our re- 
ceipts of hogs were again large, and those at Kan- 
sas City reported to be enormous. Both markets 
were very heavy. The result was a very much de- 
pressed feeling here in product, but there was not 
much stuff offered, the selling raid of Wednesday 
having apparently forced out most of the weak 
holders. Potk was thrown to a moderate extent in 
the early part of the session, and then ruled quiet. 
Ribs were steady, with a few offerings, and most of 
the trading was at 85.376 for August. Lard was 
rather firm, with some shipping demand and no 
disposition to press sales. Pork sold down 20c, to 
310.17 ½ for August, and closed at $10.32, with 
July at 7e discount and September at Iod prem- 
ium, Jauuary pork sold at $10.20.
